to the said Ecclesiastical Commissioners most advisable for supplying 
the spiritual wants of the members of the Established Church, and for

Commissioners shall annex or incorporate any Benefice which shall -be 
■ sequestered under the provisions of this Act to or with any Benefiee 
or Benefices which shall be endowed by them as aforesaid, in every 
such ease it shall be lawful for the said Ecclesiastical Commissioners 
with the consent and approbation of the said Lord -Lieutenant -in 
Council annually to transfer from the Reserve Fund Account in this

And be it Enacted. That whenever the Church of any Parish or 
mon shall, at any time after the passing of this Act, become vacam in 
any manner whatsoever, it shall not be lawful to fill up any such 
vacancy, or appoint any successor in such Parish, Benefice or Union 
until the expiration of Two calendar Months after notice in writing 
such vacancy shall have been- given to the said Ecclesiastical Com- 
missioners, by the Corporation or Person having the patronage thereof

composition on the evidence of any promissory note or other instru- 
ment or agreement, or of any adjudication made by any Ecclesiastical 
or other Court or Justices, in default of the appearance of the Party 
against whom such adjudication may have been made, the said Bar- 
risters shall receive evidence if offered that the real value of the Tithes 
in respect whereof such promissory note, instrument or agreement, or 
adjudication may have been made was less than the amount thereof, 
and in all cases where such lesser value shall be proved, shall, after 
hearing evidence in support of such Composition, correct accordingly 
the amount of such Composition : And provided further, That when 
any sums shall have been added to the average amount of the Tithe 
paid, or agreed or adjudged to be paid, during any such series of years 
as aforesaid, the said Barristers shall examine into the sufficiency of the 
grounds and reasons upon which such addition has been made as set forth 
in the statement subjoined to the Certificate of such Composition, and 
0.86. A 2 shal! 
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shall allow or disallow the same, and deduct or reduce or increase the 
sum so added, as to them shall seem just : And provided further, That 
where the Tithes of any land, not having been actually paid or adjudged 
to be paid during the series of years with reference Avhereto any Com- 
position may have been calculated, have been estimated or calculated 
according to the payments made for Tithes of the like kind in the same 
or any adjoining parish, or according to such information as may have 
been obtained, the said Barristers shall inquire into the facts and the 
accuracy of such information, and the fairness of any such estimate, 
and amend or confirm the calculation of such Composition accordingly : 
And provided further, That where the amount of any Composition shall 
have been fixed by agreement, such amount not having been ascertained 
by any Commissioner or Commissioners, or Umpire, under the pro- 
visions of the said recited Acts, and that it shall appear that either of 
the Parties thereto entered into such agreement in ignorance of any 
facts the knowledge whereof was material to making an equitable 
arrangement between them, or under any concealment or misrepre- 
sentation of such facts, aud that such agreement was unjust, the said 
Barristers shall inquire into and ascertain and fix the just amount of 
Composition which ought to be established in lieu of the sum so fixed 
by agreement : And provided further, That where in the calculation 
of any such Composition it shall appear to the said Barristers that 
any sum has been included on account of the Tithes of any land 
which they shall deem to have been Tithe-free, the said Barristers shall 
exclude such sums in calculating the amount of such Composition ; 
and if such Barristers shall entertain any doubt or difficulty in deter- 
mining the exemption of any such land from Tithe, it shall be lawful for 
the Courts, of Chancery and Exchequer in Ireland, upon the Petition of 
the. said Barristers, showing the facts of the case (which said Barristers are 
hereby requ red to ascertain and state according to the best information 
they can procure) either to make an order allowing or disallowing such 
claim of exemption, or referring the matter to any Master, or to the 
Chief Remembrancer, with liberty for the Parties interested in the de- 
termination of such matter to attend him, and with such other direc- 
tions as the Court shall deem proper, or to direct such feigned issue or 
other proceeding as the Court in its discretion may deem proper for 
ascertaining the exemption or non-exemption of such lands ; and in case 
of any such application to either of the said Courts the said Barristers 
shall proceed with the revision of such Composition, and fix the amount 
thereof, without reference to such claim of exemption ; provided, that 
if the matter be determined in favour of the Party claiming such ex- 
emption, such Court shall direct the said Commissioners of Land 
Revenues to reduce the amount of rent-charge payable in lieu of such 
Composition, and amend the rental of such rent-charges accordingly ; 
and the costs of such petition and reference or other proceedings shall 
.be in the discretion of such Court, and payment thereof enforced 

against 
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against any of the Parties interested in such matter who may appear to 
litigate the same, by attachment or otherwise, as such Court may direct. 

Provided always, and be it Enacted, That if any Party or Parties 
entitled, or who would have been entitled in case this Act had not been ced « m- 
made, to any Composition for Tithes established in any parish shall age.rn.ag 
offer to reduce or increase the amount of any such Composition, and 
shall signify such offer in writing; stating the amount of the sum or 
several sums so proposed to be substituted for the amount of such Com- 
position, and if such offer shall be assented to and accepted in writing 
by a majority in value of the Persons who, if this Act had not been 
made would have been liable to the payment of the Composition esta- 
blished in such parish, or if any Composition for Tithes in any parish 
has been by any agreement between the parties interested, or any 
award in writing, or other written document reduced or increased, or 
avreed to be reduced or increased, the sum or sums so agreed upon or 
awarded, shall be binding on the said Commissioners of Land Revenues, 
and the said Barristers, and shall be fixed as the amount of such Com- 
position, and the Certificate thereof amended accordingly. 



And be it Enacted, That the said Barristers shall adjudge the ex- 
penses of each Revision, to be paid by the Party or Parties entitled, or 
who would have been if this Act had not been made entitled to such 
Composition, and by the Owners or Occupiers of land subject to such 
Composition, or the rent-charges payable in lieu thereof, in such pro- 
portions as to such Barristers shall seem just: Provided always, That 
if upon such Revision, such Composition shall not be reduced One- 
seventh part of the whole, and that such Revision shall have taken 
place upon the application of such Owners or Occupiers of land, the 
whole of such expenses shall be paid by them, and that if such Composi- 
tion shall not be increased One-seventh part of the whole, and that the 
revision thereof shall have taken place upon the application of any Party 
entitled or who would have been entitled if this Act had not been made, 
to such’ Composition, the whole of such expenses shall be paid by such 
Party : And provided further, That it shall be lawful for the said Barris- 
ters to direct the payment of such costs as shall seem to them fitting by 
either of the Parties to such Revision to the other of such Parties, in cases 
where, in the discretion of such Barristers, such payment may be 
proper and just. 
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
